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A Special Town Meeting? 


Three ladies, 10 days ago, were afraid to 
ask the chairman of the board of selectmen 
for a special town meeting about the town 
dump. They had a request, with, it is said, 
800 signatures. They were afraid, the 
report is, that Mr. Boylen would throw 
those papers in the waste basket. 

Their fears are to be regretted. Mr. 
Boylen is openly sympathetic to the idea of 
a town dump in south Wilmington. He 
doubts that there has been any pollution. 
He feels that the town dump is one that has 
saved the town a lot of money and served 
the town well. 

Had those ladies spoken up, when asked 
by Mr. Boylen, he would have discovered 
that their papers were at fault. They had no 
warrant article to discuss, in a town 
meeting. All they wanted to do was to “‘talk 
about the dump.’’ They were not presen- 
ting anything on which the people could 
vote. 

Mr. Boylen would have assisted the 
ladies, and so would other selectmen. Of 
that there is no doubt. 

Instead the ladies mailed their request to 
the wrong person - to the town manager. 
He has no legal status, when it comes to 
calling town meetings. The papers, if mail- 
ed, should have been to the Town Clerk. 

Mr. Boylen, being the gentleman that he 
is, will undoubtedly take cognizance of the 
papers, faulty as they are. If he can get 


other selectmen to agree, he will issue a 
call for a special town meeting. 

There are two or three problems, at least. 

1. There is no warrant. One can be 
written, however. 

2. It takes at least 20 days, to have a town 
meeting, and it must be held before 45 days. 

That means the middle of July and/or 
maybe in August. People will be on vaca- 
tion. 

3. Presumably there will be money asked 
for, on which to run a dump. The books are 
not yet closed, on the appropriations for 
this year, but they are almost so. Once the 
tax rate has been set, in July, there can be 
no more money appropriated. 

The proponents, that is the ladies and 
their friends, will have to find another 
source of money. Perhaps some official or 
committee has extra money in an account, 
and will agree to allow some to be 
transferred. That isn’t likely, considering 
how the accounts are combed by the 
Finance Committee before the annual town 
meeting. 

After the proponents have persuaded that 
official or committee, they will have to per- 
suade the Finance Committee to allow such 
a transfer. 

After that they will have to persuade the 
Town Meeting to vote for a transfer. 

It will not be easy.

5. All personnel employed by the Developer shall be 
required to conform to the R.M.L.D. Safety 
Regulations while working with R.M.L.D. crews. It is 
the Developer's responsibility to ensure the safety of 
any person entering the work area and the R.M.L.Q. 
Supervisors reserves the right to prohibit any person 
not conforming to safety regulations from entering the 
work area. All trenching equipment shall be operated 
by qualified operators. 

6. The Developer shall provide all trenching, 
backfilling (with sand or fine gravel), construction of 
transformer pads, and excavating for manhole 
locations. Leveling of manhole frames to final grade 
shall also be performed by the Developer. Any 
trenching across public ways shall be performed by 
the Developer under permits obtained by the R.M.L.D. 
The Developer will be held responsible for restoring 
all excavation in the public way to the satisfaction of 
the appropriate Town Public Works Dept. Cable pull- 
ing will not commence until all conduit work in any 
one section is complete. 

7. The Developer shall pay any excess costs incurred 
in providing temporary service for his convenience. 
There will be no temporary services taken from the 
underground system. 

8. The Developer shall pay and deposit to the 
R.M.L.D. as determined by cost estimates. This 
deposit is referred to as the ‘Contractor's Cost'’. See 
“Financial Arrangements.” 


9. All meter locations must be approved by the 
R.M.L.D. meter department. Any location that has not 
been approved and is found to be unsatisfactory will 
not be connected. 


Requirements of The Light Department 


1. Design and submit to the Developer electrical 
and construction requirements for the development. 

2. Furnish Developer with the estimated cost 
differential between overhead and underground con- 
struction. 

3. Furnish and install cables, conduits, manholes and 
transformers after the Developer's deposit re- 
quirements have been received by the Department. 

4. Notify the Developer of the estimated time 
necessary to complete project and provide Developer 
with outline of work schedule and approximate star- 
ting date. 


5A. Designate all house service locations for 
residential services. All meters will be outdoors and 
installed at a minimum of three feet above the finished 
grade. 

All meter sockets shall have 200 amp. rating and be 
of sufficient depth to accept a 3’ bottom entrance 
pipe. Sockets which have been modified to an extent 
where the UL listing is voided and all ringless type 
sockets will not be accepted. 


5B. Designate all building service locations for 
business or commercial services. All meters will be 
outdoors and will be installed in conformance with the 
specifications of the Meter Department. Meter socket 
specifications will be provided by the Meter Depart- 
ment. In cases where primary metering is to be used, 
the Department will provide the metering 
transformers mounted inside a metal enclosure. The 
Contractor shall provide the appropriate meter 
cabinet to be attached to the enclosure. 


Financial Requirements 


As the design of thé Reading Municipal Light 
‘Department's rate schedules do not include the added 
cost of underground installations, the Department can- 
not absorb the total cost of these projects. The added 
cost, over that of an equivalent overhead system 
therefore, must be absorbed by the Developer. By a 
procedure outlined below, an estimate of the 
Developer's share of the cost is computer. The 
Developer is required to submit this amount as a 

deposit toward completion of the work. The Developer 
be responsible for the actual cost incurred on the 
and the estimate will serve only as a guidéline. 


Upon receipt of the preliminary plans mentioned in 
section 2A, the Engineering Department will design a 
basic underground layout and a basic overhead layout. 
Materials estimates are made from both layouts and 


\ 
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labor time estimates are obtained from Vepartment 
foremen or previous projects. The total cost of the 
overhead is then subtracted from the total cost of the 
underground system and this remainder is the Con- 
tractors’ cost. The Contractor will receive a copy of 
both material lists and a summary sheet showing the 
total cost. 

The Developer is required to pay the R.M.L.D. to 
50% of the Contractor’s cost before any work com- 
mences. The balance of she ‘Contractor's Cost’’ will 
be paid in the following manner: 

The remaining 50% will be divided by the number of 
lots and each lot will be paid for before any work com- 
mences on the lot. 

If the actual costs are lower than the estimate, then 
part-of the deposit will be returned. If for some un- 
foreseen reason, the actual costs are found to be 
higher than the estimate, the Developer is required to 
contribute the excess amount before the system will 
be completed and put into service. 

Item 10 revised to the following: 

10. All meters will be furnished by the Department 
and shall be installed on meter sockets or troughs 
provided and wired by the customer. Meters will be 
located outside as to be easily accessable to the Meter 
Reader without having to enter a building to read the 
meter, nor shall a Meter Reader be required to enter a 
locked area to read a meter within that building. 
Item 11 revised to the following: 

11. No one, unless duly authorized by the Depart- 
ment shall be permitted to remove, inspect or tamper 
with any meter or other appliance belonging to the 
Department. Customers may be disconnected if the 
meter has been tampered with or by-passed so as not 
to record all consumption of the customer. 


Item 20 revised to the following, incorporating 
previous addendum. 


20. All bills shall be payable on a net basis upon 
presentation. If not paid within forty-five (45) days of 
date of bill, service will be discontinued after three (3) 
days written notice, and a charge of $5.00 will be made 
for renewing the service when the bill is paid. Non- 
residential customers who are billed monthly will 
have a 1-1/2% charge added to any arrears appearing 
on their current statement.
